1. Before sulnnission of these two projects to the Uepnty 
Director, 1 believe that they should be referred to the Fiaaactal 
Policy aad Budget Committee for reriew as a matter of policy. 

Gertaitt aspect* of the projects, particularly I are, I STAT 

reeoj^lae, of very coaaideralde «^rattoual Importaace aad both 
project* uadoubtedly render usetel support to the program of the 
Clsttdestiae Services. For this reassm, 1 do not believe they 
should be disrupted or reduced until a careful coastderatlom of 
both the administrative -operational and the policy aspects of Ihe 
projects can be rather carefully censldered. Accordingly, this 
■wiU constitute autiherity to continue payments under these projects 
at the FY 1962 rate un^ll their submission to the Deputy Director 
with the comments of tlie Finsncial Policy and Budget Committee. 

2. I believe, however, thst a reidew and evaluatioa of 
Uie projects should procsed as a mattsr of relative urgency. 

Chtel, TSD, in his memorsoadum of 4 September 1962, hai* 
suggsshsd a number of pointe that warrant examination. We are 
concerned, among ot her things, wltti the totaUty of the Agency 

effort in the field of I I and. accordingly, with 3 j^-p 

activity if any carried on by ofBces or composMuts of the Agency 
outside of the Gland* etine Services. This would include all 
relevant worh dotsm by the Medical Office and We *>r# also 

concerned with the question of whether the project* are mechanically 
constructed and administered in such a ■way'*fo accomplish their 
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important opcrationjil and «u|»port objective* in tne most 
economical po*»ible way. This would Involve the question 
of whether or not the vmofflcial cover mechanisir: is opera- 
tionally necessary aitd justified administratively and otherwise. 
These are questions essentially in the competence of the i>D/P 
but which should generally be taken into account in attempting 
a policy determination tonceming the desirable scope and level 
of this kind of research and activity in the behavioral sci<snce 
field.
